New Civic Assn. 
Has Active Week 
As a Beginning 


C. C. Young of 27 N. Lima was con¬ 
victed yesterday by a jury in Recorder 
Forman’s court on a charge of reckless 
driving on May 21. When arrested by 
Deputy Marshal Adam Mueller, Young 
plead not guilty, making a jury trial 
necessary. 

The panel consisted of M. A. 
Hawkes, A. T. Gay, H. A. Telford, D. 
J. Millard, Arthur Johnson, J. C. 
Dickson and E. F. Ballou. Deputy Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Powell prosecuted the 
case. 

Several witnesses testified that the 
defendant drove down Baldwin av¬ 
enue and through Kersting court at a 
speed estimated from 25 to 32 miles 
an hour the car being crowded and 
with passengers riding on the running 
board. The defendant declared he was 
a careful and experienced driver and 
did not believe he was traveling more 
than 15 miles an hour. The only two 
witnesses he introduced said they did 
not believe the speed was unsafe but 
could not attempt to judge the rate. 
Attorney Powell argued that under 
the conditions existing along Kersting 
court the defendant’s driving was cer¬ 
tainly shown to be dangerous to life 
and property. The jury brought in a 
verdict in accordance with this view, 
after some deliberation. Sentence will 
be imposed Saturday at 11 o’clock. 


School Board and City Co-operate in

The grounds will be open every day 
of the week, except Sunday, from one

Several city offic¬ 
ials, members of the park board, of 
tile Chamber of Commerce, the Wo¬ 
man’s club and other reresentative 
bodies have already expressed approv¬ 
al of the idea. It will prevail if prop¬ 
erly fostered and kept in the public

E. H. Dorter presided at the open¬ 
ing oi the meeting. In tile opening ad¬ 
dress he reviewed various matters 
now before the public and stressed the 
necessity for action to secure adoption 
ol a zoning ordinance with the latest 
iccommenuations of Cordon VVhitnall, 
me planning expert hired by the city.

regular meeting of the board 
will be on June 28. 

The petition bore 204 signitures, 
considerably more than tbe necessary 
15 per cent of icgistered voters. It 
was filed by Mrs. Olivia R. Beers and 
other representing the new Civic As¬ 
sociation. The backers of the petition 
being evidently posted as to the neces¬ 
sary’ procedure, were not on hand to 
take part in any argument or discus¬ 
sion. 

Trustee Topping inquired as to the 
disposition of the ordinance in the 
form previously agreed upon for in¬ 
troduction by a three to two vote of 
the trustees, making the boundary 
line of the sanitarium zone the same 
as that in old Ordinance No. 24.

It was then 
brought out that that draft of the or¬ 
dinance had not been completed, owing 
to lack of certain zone descriptions. 
Consequently it could not be introduc¬ 
ed anyway. 

Chairman Mitchell suggested that 
that draft of the ordinance be com¬ 
pleted for presentation at the next 
regular meeting of the board, so that 
two plans could be considered toget¬ 
her. The city uttorney was instruct¬ 
ed to insert in the draft the zone de¬ 
scriptions to bo furnished by the city 
engineer. 

Trustee Topping wanted to know 
if the initiative ordinance could not 
be taken up at once and passed so as 
to avoid the bother and expense ofan 
election. Attorney Baker said it could 
not be done because the initiative pro¬ 
cedure was definitely outlined in the 
slate code and the board hail abso¬ 
lutely no jurisdiction over the peti¬ 
tions until the clerk had certified as 
to its sufficiency. 

As was brought out in the discus¬ 
sion, tlie board must either adopt the 
initiative zoning ordinance or submit 
it to popular vote. If they refuse to 
adopt it, but cull an election, they may 
submit at the same time the ordi¬ 
nance in identical form except for the 
location of the sanitarium zone. The 
voters would then have opportunity 
to choose between what have been 
called the Mitchell and the VVhitnall 
plun.s

SCOUTS’ WINTER CAMPING 


Winter camping Is a glorious thing! 
Boy scouts, always on congenial terms 
with the weather man, are hiking, in 
increasing numbers, to winter week¬ 
end camp sites to enjoy the adventure 
and thrill of life in the open. Skating, 
snowshoeiug, skiing, tobogganing, fish¬ 
ing through s hole In the ice—these 
are part of the fun that the sturdy 
scout gets from the experience. Scout 
fathers are Joining la. More than one 
week-ond camp has welcomed scout 
“dads" who through scouting activi¬ 
ties are enjoying splendid comradeship 
with their sons. 

Three big things in any winter scout 
camp are: freedom, food, and fun: 
freedom, under good leadership, for a 
lw>y 4o discover his own talents; food, 
and plenty of it; and fuu with the 
boys' own trademark on It. These re¬ 
sult La Americanism, appetite, and ad¬ 
venture—three big factors in the si-out¬ 
ing's mental, physical and moral prep¬ 
aration for the,future citizenship. 

The winter camp offers more adven¬ 
ture than the summer camp. It is 
more strenuous and more thrilling 
Breaking ice In the morning to get 
water, pulling supplies on sleds over 
the snows, building radio communica¬ 
tion in the forest »o that the folks at 
liotne can hear often of camp doings, 
piling wood around a gorgeous camp 
fire—are duties for real, red-blooded 
scouts. 

Each new snowfall presents a clear 
page on which stories of the open are 
written for scouts who know tracking 
and trailing. They may follow the 
trail of the fax, pursue the rabbit, 
leuru tlie way to the home of the 
muskrat or beaver, and even discover 
how tlie held* mice, pheasants, quail 
amt game muke their living during the 
winter months.

be composed of the State highway en¬ 
gineer, one member of the Highway 
commission, one member of the State 
board of control, one member of the 
Senate, one member of the assembly 
and four members from the State at 
large. 

At the 1 time the governor signed the 
bill, he issued the following statement. 

“The people of the State of Califor¬ 
nia have authorized three bond issues 
for building roads; one for $18,000,000, 
one for $10,000,000 and one for $40,- 
000,000. The State liighway system 
now consists of approximately 0400 
miles of highways, of which less than 
4000 have been graded, and less, than 
2500 have been paved. Less than 
$0,000,000 remains in the three bond 
issues which can be devoted to the 
completion of the State highway sys¬ 
tem. Legislatures in the past have 
added a great many pork barrel roads 
to the highway system, many of which 
are not properly State highways. The 
amount of traffic on the highway sys¬ 
tem las doubled in the past five years 
and iiu. nearly quadrupled since the 
project was begun. The State high¬ 
way engineer now estimates that 
$200,000,000 will be required to com¬ 
plete all of the roads in the State high¬ 
way system. 

“The bill just signed authorizes me 
to appoint an advisory committee of 
seven to act in conjunction with the 
highway commission and the highway 
engineer for the purpose of making a 
complete study of the whole highway 
system and report to the next legis¬ 
lature, to plan for financing the high¬ 
ways, the question as to the type of 
pavement, and also what roads should 
be in the highway system.”

HARDWARE 


One of the greatest forward steps 
in highway construction was taken on 
Monday, when Governor Richardson 
signed Assembly Bill 1344 by Mr. 
Bromley, which authorizes the ap¬ 
pointment of a committee of nine per¬ 
sons to enter upon a detailed and com¬ 
prehensive study of the road problems 
of the State. 

The committee, which serves with¬ 
out pay, is authorized to propose ^ 
complete system of State roads, study 
types of construction and materials 
to be used, to recommend the inclusion 
of additional mileage, the exclusion of 
certain legislative roads now included 
in the system, and the time to be oc¬ 
cupied in the completion of the sys¬ 
tem. Most important of all its duties 
will be the submission in its report to 
the legislature two years hence, of 
some plan for financing the enterprise. 
It is estimated by the engineering de¬ 
partment of the highway commission 
through R. M. Morton, state highway 
engineer, that it will require at least 
two hundred millions of dollars to 
complete the 6500 miles of highway 
now included in the system. 

To issue bonds for so vast a sum 
would seem to he bad financing, so 
some other mode of raisin j funds for 
new construction would seem advisa¬ 
ble. It might come from gas, weight, 
license or tire tax, made just suf¬ 
ficiently large to carry construction 
over a period of years. There is also 
quite a widespread and growing senti¬ 
ment in the State in favor of an oil 
production tax of a few cents a bar¬ 
rel or a small percentage of selling 
cost. Those favoring such a tax ar¬ 
gue that what conies out of the earth, 
never to return, should be used as a 
basis to put something on the surface 
of the earth for public welfare. 

Whatever the committee recom¬ 
mends will only be after full and care¬ 
ful consideration and, no doubt, the 
report will have weight with the legis¬ 
lature to which it is submitted. 

The. governor has thirty days in 
which to make the appointments. The 
bill provides that the committee shall

The 
gasoline tax obligates the motorist to 
pay only for actual use of the high¬ 
ways. 

The funds derived from the gasoline 
tax are divided equally between the 
state and the various counties after 
payment of rebates. 

The state’s share must be used ex¬ 
clusively for the maintenance, repair, 
widening, resurfacing and reconstruc¬ 
tion of existing state highways. The 
counties must spend their share for 
construction and maintenance of coun¬ 
ty roads, bridges and culverts 

The California Vehicle act No. 743, 
which will become effective January 1, 
1924, substitutes for the present in¬ 
equitable horsepower tax a flat regis¬ 
tration fee of $3. For all vehicles ex¬ 
cept those operated by public service 
corporations, the federal government 
ami officers of foreign governments 
exempt under the state constitution. 

In addition, electric passenger ve¬ 
hicles must pay $10; and commercial 
electric vehicles used to transport pas¬ 
sengers for hire or property, $50. 
Commercial gasoline driven vehicles 
not equipped with pneumatic tires will 
pay in addition to the $3 registration 
fee, a weight tax as follows: 

Under the 3000 pounds unladen, $10; 
between 3000 and (1000 pounds, $20; 
between (1000 and 10,000 pounds, $30; 
and over 10,000 pounds, $40. 

Commercial vehicles equipped with 
pneumatic tires will pay one-half these 
fees under the same weight schedule. 
Motorcycles will pay $3 as will trail¬ 
ers. The latter, however, if used for 
the transportation of passengers for 
hire or property will pay in addition 
the weight tax. 

Change in Law 

Light camping semi-trailers are ex¬ 
empted. Chauffeurs will pay a regis¬ 
tration fee of $2 for license and badge. 1 
A fee of $1 for the transfer of a mo¬ 
tor vehicle, trailer or semi-trailer is 
provided, and charges 50 cents, 25 
cents and $1 each will be made by the 
department for furnishing respectively

SPLENDID RECOGNITION 

FOR EDISON COMPANY 

Contributions to Electrical Industry 
Is Recognized by National 
Body 

At Carnegie Hall, New York, on 
Thursday evening, June 7, John B. 
Miller of Pasadena, president of the 
Southern California Edison company, 
was awarded the gold medal of the 
Charles A. Coffin foundation of the 
National Electric Light association, 
according to information received by 
District Agent Whitehead, as a recog¬ 
nition that his company had during 
the year been foremost in contributing 
to the advancement of the electrical 


art and the welfare of the elctreic in¬ 
dustry. The medal was awarded to 
Mr. Miller by President Frank W. 
Smith of the National Electric Light 
association. 

The outstanding reasons why the 
committee of the fund awarded the 
Coffin medal to the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Edison company are as follows: 
(a) Tremendous gain in the number 
of consumers and output of electrical 
energy, giving full consideration to the

and improve public relations, (d) The
